Cambridge, Mass., November 18.—In a 
whirlwind of excitement, simply heart- 
breaking in its intensity, the Harvard- 
Yale game on soldiers’ field this after- 
noon ended without a score.

Will Petition the Governor. 


The Macon chamber of commerce will 
proceed at once to _ petition Governor 
Candler to bring suit on behalf of the 
citizens of Bibb county against the South- 
ern railway, 

The petition has been drawn and recites 
at length the grounds of complaint, the 
main point being that the Southern rail- 
way {Is a monopoly operating ,in contra- 
vention to the statutes of Georgia. The 
courts will be asked to determine clearly 
the status of the railwav company in 
Georgia, it being a foreign corporation, 
the case not to be rested upon the mere 
question of individual damages. 

The president of the chamber of com- 
merce has appointed a committee to wait 
upon the governor and it is expected that 
they will carry the petition to the execu- 
tive within a few days. 

The action of the chamber was taken 
last summer, but under the resolution no 
step was taken pending Judge Hart's de- 
cision. That decision having been render- 
ed, the chamber will at once present their 
petition.

fl. TAYLOR MEETS 
A TRAGIC DEATH 


Was Kicked To Death by a Mule at 
Smyrna. 


DIED IN TWENTY MINUTES 


The Accident Occurred Early Yester- 
day Morning. 


MR, TAYLOR WAS A PROMINENT CITIZEN 


Had Resided in West End Many 
Years—Leaves Large Family. 
Funeral This Afternoon, 


M. Taylor, a prominent Atlantian and 
one of the leading citizens of the seventh 
ward, met a tragic death at Smyrna 
yesterday morning. 

While fastening a trace that had been 
kicked loose by one of tha mules of a 
team behind which he was riding, he 
was kicked in the temple and died within 
twenty minutes after the accident with- 
out regaining consciousneéss. 

Mr. Taylor left Atlanta yesterday to 
attend to business in connection with the 
farm he owns at Smyrna, and a few 
hours lator his family received the gad 
news of his demise. 

His wife and children were wholly un- 
prepared for the shock and are prostrated 
by grief. He left home in good spirits 
and without a thought of a fate which he 
was so soon to meet. 

Mr. Taylor was riding in a double wag- 
on with a friend, who was driving. One 
of the mules, it appears, was a vicious 
animal and kicked one of the traces 
lcose. Mr. Taylor jumped to the ground 
and was_in the act of fastening the trace 
when the mule kicked, the hoof striking 
Mr. Taylor in the temple.

wrote an article, reciting the fact that, no- 
withstanding the estimate of the present crop, 
made by Mr. Neill on August 12th of 12,000, 000 
bales, the overflowing testimony of reliable 
persons throughout the south was in direct 
contradiction in favor of about 10,000,000 bales, 
and asked Mr. Neill, in the name of justice, 
to. cofréct his first estimate, and the im- 
‘pression is had created upon the spinning 
World across the seas. 

He subseqitiently reduced his estimate ‘o 
11,000,000, and even though receipts up to the 
present time point to hardly 9,000,000, he still 
reiterates his belief, claiming that the farm- 
ers are holding back their cotton and that 
11,000,000 bales will be produced. 

Now, as to the exact figures of this crop: 
Taking the average for the past ten years, 
we find that 50 per cent of the entire crop has 
come into sight on an average at November 
30th, there being hardly a day’s difference dur- 
ing the ten years:

Even a4- 
ding 5 per cent for variations, the total can 
only be 9,175,026, against last year’s crop of 
11,275,000 bales. 

To those not directly In the cotton export- 
ing business it 4s hard to realize that one man’s 
opinion could have such bearish influence in 
the face of such conflicting testimony as, for 
instance, the estimate just out of Messrs. 
Latham, Alexander & Co., which is 8,799,690, 
and the United States government bureau re- 
port, which says ‘‘after making the most 
thorough investigation ever made before, the 
crop cannot possibly exceed 9,500,000 bales,’’ 
and this estimate was made before the recent 
killing frost. fut letters and cables just re- 
ceived from the other side prove conclusively 
that the English and continental spinners have 
pinned their faith to Mr. Neill's figures, and, 
since his circular, have pursued a hand- 
to-mouth policy in purchasing their raw ma- 
terial, and have obstinately refused to come 
actively tnto the market. 

It is gratifying to know that the southern 
mills, being in a position to see this short 
crop, owing to the adverse climatic conditions, 
reduced acreage and the small use of fertlizers, 
have had the foresight to lay in large sup- 
plies and are now doing business with con- 
tracts far ahead on a profitable basis. The 
New England mills have also made large pur- 
chases, but for future delivery, which will 
have to be yet bought in the spot markets.

Editor Constitution—An editorial article in 
| your afternoon contemporary on the 13th in- 
'gtant, contains this language; ‘‘The offictal 
figures given out in the treasury statement 
| November list shows $575,450,989 in gold coin in 
the treasury, or in circulation. © © © We have 
more gold than all other kinds of money put to- 
gether: it constitutes considerably more than 
half our currency.’’ 

These figures, $875,450,989, represents all the 
gold that has ever been coined into American 
‘money. About one-third of this amount is now 
held as a revenue fund in the treasury, leav- 
ing, approximately, $600,000,000, figuratively, in 
circulation. 

But is this amount of gold really in cireu- 
lation? Surely not, and it is impossible for the 
treasury officials to givean inteligent esti- 

-mate. The amount hoarded by misers and 
other people who lay up treasures for a “‘rainy 
day’’ cannot be stated with any degree of ac- 
curacy. And again, how can the treasury de- 
partment form an estimate as to how much 
coined gold has been devoted to the arts and

When it is asserted that “‘we 
have more gold than all other kinds of money 
put together,’’ it will very readily appear how 
far short of $25 per capita is our supply of 
money. A few other random thoughts upon the 
money question. A great many people, when 
asked why a standard silver dollar is worth a 
gold dollar, will answer, ‘‘Because it is re- 
deemable in gold,”’ which. of course, is not 
true, as there is no law authorizing the treas- 
ury to pay gold for silver or silver certificates. 
It is eimply because it is a legal tender In the 
payment of debts. A trade silver dollar has 
™% grains more silver than a standard dollar, 
but as it is not a legal tender, banks will only 
take it at its commercial value.

One of the recommendations which will 
be made to counci] Monday is for the 
extension of this line. It was decided to 
alow them ‘to come down Pwachtree 
street from Pine to Ivy, using the lines 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany to Currier and then by a separate 
track to Ivy. This will connect two 
parts of their system and will be of 
immense advantage to the min covering 
the city. 

This company !s making other prepara- 
tions for beginning work on its lines. 


H. M. Atkinson, representing the com- | 


pany, is in New York closing contracts 
for the equipment of the road. 
Cc. J. Simmons, president of the Collins 


Park and Belt Company, in speaking of | 


the matter yesterday, «aid: 

“Our company has been pushing its 
work ever singe the franchises were 
granted. One of the ablest engineering 
firms in the United States has had a full 
corps of engineers who have made com- 
plete surteys of the different routes. The 
engineering work is now just about com- 
pleted. Mr. H. M. Atkinson, of our 
company, is in New York, where he has 
been ever since about the §th instant, 
e'esing contracts for our cars, rails and 
other materials. This is now about com- 
pleted and in a short while we will be 
ready te begin laying the rails. 

“Having failed to agree with the Con- 
solidated people, notice of condemnation 
has been served and the time will be out 
now in a few days, when the matter will 
be taken up and passed upon by the ap- 
praisers. 

“T am glad,” said Mr. Simmons, “that 
things are now in shape where we will 
soon be able to go forward and put our 
system in operation throughout the city.

|\FIRST PATENT IN AMERICA. 


Was Granted in 1648 by the General 
Court of Massachusetts. 


From The Boston Transcript. 

To the general court of Massachusetts he- 
longs the honor of granting the first Ameri- 
can patent; this was in 1648 and was then 
Gesignated as a monopoly. It was confined 
to the region controlled by Massachusetts 
and the one issue apparently included all 
the invention of the inventor connected with 
engines that depended upon water for their 
motive power. The Umit of the monopoly 
was fourteen years and the court not only re- 
tained power to forbid exportation, but to 
prevent exorbitant charges upon the public 
for their wse. 

The patent was issued in this form: 

Jenkes Monopolye—As a generall Courte 
at Boston the 6th of the 3th Mo 1648. The 
cor't consid’inge ye necessity of raising such 
manifactures of engin® of mils to go by 
water for speedy dispatch of much worke 
with few hands, and being sufficiently in- 
formed of ye ability of ye petition to p forme 
such workes grant his petition (yet no Othr 
p sen shall set up or use any such new inven- 
tion, or trade for fourteen yeares without 
ye licence of him the said Joseph Jenkes) so 
farr as concernes any such new invention, & 
so it shall be always in ye powr of this co’ta 
to restrain ye exportation of such manufac. 
tures & ye prizes of them to moderation if 
occasion so require. 

This inventor, Joseph Jenkes, or Jenks 
ap it would now be spelled, came from Ham- 
mersmith, England, settled down in Lynn 
in 1643 and Cled in 1682-83, aged eighty-one. He 
was a blacksmith and machinist, made the 
dies for the coining for the ‘pine tree’ 
money and built the first fire engine in this 
country; altogether a man of great inventive 
genius and the ancestor of a large number 
of descendants. One of his sons removed 
to Rhode Island, where he built several mills.

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SOME BRITISH CENTENARIANS. 
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Old-Time Englishmen Who Run Me- 
thuselah a Close Race. 


From The London Standard. 

The parish of Bolton, in Yorkshire, is 
famous, so far as we know,for onlv one 
thing, that being that it is the birthplace 
of Henry Jenkins, who was born in the 
year 1000 and died in 1669. He was brought 
up to the business of a fisherman, and 
followed ‘this calling for upward of 140 
years. Many times he was brought up 
as a witness in trials at York to speak 
as to things which happened long before 
Other witnesses’ fathers were born; and 
his memory was wonderfully fresh. At 
different periods two or three men, each 
upward of a'century old, told the judge 
that Jenkins was an old man when they 
were boys. Jenkins lived through about 
the mostst irring times that English his- 
tory can boast of. Popery was estab- 
lished by law when he was born. He saw 
the papal supremacy thrown off, two 
queens beheaded, the monasteries dis- 
solved, and the protestant religion set 
up. Then popery was established again, 
in his time the king of Spain was crown- 
ed king of England, a third queen was 
beheaded, the whole navy of Spain de- 
stroyed by the English, the republic of 
Holland formed, -and the protestant re- 
ligion firmly settled in the country. Sub- 
sequently the king of Scotland, whose 
great-grandmother had been married dur- 
ing Jenkin’s lifetime, was crowned king 
of England, and his son was beheaded be- 
fore nis own palace; the commonwealth 
was proclaimed, and the royal family 
proclaimed traitors, and finally the pro- 
scribed royal family were again seated on 
the throne. Thus he lived during the 
reigns of eight monarchs of England, not 
inculding the commonwealth. 

This, however, does not beat the record 
of Thomas Parr, who ran him rather 
close in age and was coexistant with him. 
Parr lived in the reigns of ten sovereigns, 
being born in 14838, dying in 1635, which 
makes his age 152 years. When he was 1 
years old-he married his second wife, and 
had one child by her. This child himself 
reached the age of 110 years, and had a 
son who managed to dodge the scythe for 
127 years. Thomag Parr was a laborer of 
Staffordshire and followed his occupation 
of tilling the soil steadily for the space 
of 130 years. 

The next best of these two Methuselahs 
is 150 years. This was Thomas Confit, of 
Burythorpe, and he had a theory in long- 
evity. It was moderate eating, a tremen- 
dous amount of bodily exercise, and gulp- 
ing down a raw egg every day, a regime 
which seems to Rave suited him admira- 
bly, if we are to jugde mby results, 
Another who achieved a ripe old age on 
a Similar theory was Parr’s grandson, re- 
ferred to above. He attributed his 127 
years to total abstinence and regular ex- 


ercise; and precisely similar was the 


course pursued by Owen Carollan. an 
Irishman who lived 125 years at Duleek, 
near Dublin, only in this case the regular 
exercise was replaced by hard work. But 
it does not folow that this is the only re- 
cipe for long life, for a countryman of 
his, hailing from Kerry, and named Me- 
Carthy, used to drink rum and whiskey 
as we take tea and coffee. If it did hap- 
pen that he descended to drinking claret 
or beer, he invariably supplemented it by 
drinking an equal quantity of spirits by 
way of a “‘wedge.’’ Yet he kept doing 
this for a period extending over 111 years, 
and died at the age of 128, doubtless from 
the injurious effects of.i.

Terrible Discomforts of Post Cart 
Traveling in South Africa. 


From South Africa. 

In the old days, while in South Africa, 
the traveler had to trust himself to the 
tender mercies of the post contractor, 
and we did so, as a rule, in fear and 
trembling. There were, as in all else, 
degrees in the various services, but the 
man who could have found pleasure in a 
trip even on the best roads must have 
indeed possessed a disposition of which 
Mark Tapley might have been proud. In 
some of the services on the principal 
routes from the Cape Colony and Natal 
the carts were well housed, the drievrs 
were thoroughly up to their work and the 
conditions were made as desirable as was 
possible under the circumstances. But 
the carts had been built to suit the roads, 
the space was strictly limited, and the 
mails would absorb a considerable quan- 
tity of this space, and the unfortunate 
passenger, jammed in between a couple 
of other unfortunates, his Knees com- 
pressed against a pile of bags and his 
back sore from constant friction against 
the seat, would sit in silent agony until 
his destination was reached—the only re- 
lief obtainable being when the cart stop- 
ped for the night and the weary trav- 
eler could throw himself partly dressed 
on a bed to snatch a few hours’ sieep te- 
fore the driver’s call at the earliest dawn 
warned him that the dread hour had ar- 
rived for him to again take his seat in 
the cart. 

The start from the town was always 
of the same nature. The four or six 
horses would stand pawing the ground 
while a couple of Hottentots would hang 
on to their heads, the driver would gather 
up the reins and crack his whip, the boys 
would spring to one side, and the equip- 
age would disappear in a cloud of dust 
in the distance. On some lines this would 
hold good at all the various stopping 
piaces, but on others, once the first halt 
was reached, and°civilization left behind, 
a span of weary mules would be dragged 
reluctantly forth and the travelee’s heart 
would sink into his boots, and he would 
glance reproachfully at the driver. 

The mules would be inspanned and a 
fresh start made, and the driver's as- 
sistant would bring forth his short ‘‘sjam- 
bok” and prepare for business. Tender- 
hearted travelers would at first sympa 
thize with the mules; later on the sym- 
pathy would be transferred to the wreich- 
ed boy who had to urge them on by 
jumping down from the cart every few 
minutes and runiing aiongside the ani- 
mals and belaboring them. 

After a time the traveler’s Sympathy 
for both would have Vanished, and he 
Would mentaily consign jboth to the 
nether world. When the boy climbed on 
the cart at intervais the passengers woud 
draw deep breaths. “‘kverything comes 
to him who Waits, and at length a stage 
would be reached on the confines of civi- 
ization where a span of horses would be 
produced and a better start made. Like 
the Irish jarvey, the post cart driver 
firmly believed in “saving a trot for the 
avenue,’ and the coach wouid wheel into 
the village in a vlaze of glory, the driver 
awakening the echoes with a shriil biast 
trom his bugle. 

The village would turn out to see “the 
cart’ arrive. The postaster would pull 
himself together and assume @ severe 
judicial expression as of one whe had 
weighty business on his hands and must 
not be lightly approached. The cart 
would pull up at the postoffice and dis- 
gorge the mail, and would then make for 
the hotel, and the traveler would alight 
to be welcomed by the host at the hospi- 
table portais. The villagers wouid by 
this time be at the postoffice clamoring 
for their letters and passing unpleasant 
remarks as to the dilatoriness of the 
postmeaster, heedless of the fact that that 
officiz was working like a galley slave 
insice. The little window would at length 
be thrown open and the public would re- 
célve their mail, and the postmaster 
would draw a breath of relief and retire 
into the innermost recesses of his dwell- 
ing, and peaceful night would once more 
settle down to the village.

Just 
at the front of the corsage there was 4 
broad box plait of crape that decreasej 
a trifle in width as it descended so as 
to form one ‘line with the crape apron, 
The bottom of the yoke was bordered 
with two rounding strips of the cashmere 
like those composing the yoke. Crape 
was employed for the close fitting sleeves 
and high collar that mounted in points at 
either side. 

A gown that owed its charm to a grace- 
ful arrangement of reveres was built of 
a soft quality of black serge. The skirt 
was made with a long tunic that ‘was 
slashed at the left side to show a plaited 
underskirt. Double reveres of crape ex- 
tended the whole length of the slashed 
tunic, broadening gradually as they de 
scended. 


The corsage was a close fitting affalr, 


cut slightly pointed at the bottom, both 
back and front. It had a long yoke of 
crape shaped in irregular zig-zag points 
along the lower edge. Double reveres 
of crape came from the right hand shoul- 
der and were crossed over to the left side 
of the corsage where they j®ped in line 
with those of the skirt, giving a long, 
graceful line to the gown. Where the 
reveres joined there was a long crape 
bow, ornamented at the center with 4 
dull jet buckle. The collar was a high 
straight affair of crape. Serge was em- 
ployed for the close-fitting sleeves that 
were without ornamentation. 

Between the crape trimmed gowns and 
those classified as second mourning, into 
which a note of lavender or white is 
troduced, there exists yet another stage 
that has never been dignified by any ¢ 
pecial name. ; 

A gown belonging to this category Was 
made of dull black surah silk. It was 
rather an elaborate affair suitable fo 
receptions.
